Better,  Not  Bigger 

lUP  Magazine  is — and  isii  't — inexpensive  to  produce.  The  staff  is  not  large,  and  no 
one  person  spends  all  of  his  or  her  time  on  the  magazine.  For  e.xample,  serving  as 
the  magazine 's  editor  is  only  a  third  of  my  job  here  at  lUP  (I  am  also  the  university 
editor  and  the  director  of  publications). 


We  rarely  pay  for  the  stories  that  appear  in  these  pages; 
when  we  do.  the  payments  are  very  low  (just  ask  our 
freelancers).  The  cost-per-copy  of  the  magazine  is 
lower  than  that  of  just  about  any  university  magazine 
that  has  any  full-color  pages  aside  from  its  cover.  The  magazine  is 
always  printed  by  the  lowest-bidding  printer — a  situation  that  does  not 
prevail  even  at  some  other  State  System  schools. 

Along  with  printing,  by  far  our  biggest  expense  is  postage.  Eight 
years  ago.  when  lUP  Mogazine  grew  out  of  its  predecessor  publica- 
tion. Oak  Leaves,  a  decision  was  made  to  mail  the  magazine  to  fami- 
lies of  current  students,  as  well  as  to  alumni  and  friends  of  the  univer- 
sity. Each  year,  with  each  graduating  class,  the  number  of  alumni  has. 
of  course  grown,  to  the  point  where  we  have  recently  been  printing 
and  mailing  nearly  T.'i.OOO  magazines. 

Because  of  budget  constraints,  a  recent  administrative  decision  is 
reducing  the  magazine's  distribution.  Beginning  with  the  Fall  issue. 
lUP  Magazine  will  be  mailed  primarily  to  alumni  and  friends.  Fami- 
lies of  students  will  continue  to  receive  mailings  from  the  Division  of 
Student  Affairs  (families  of  freshmen,  for  example,  receive  Cro\vini> 
Together  on  a  quarterly  basis),  and  they  will  receive  the  President's 
Desk  Letter. 

lUP  Magazine  will  still  be  mailed  to  all  graduates  of  the  university 
(and  to  those  nongraduates  who  qualify  as  alumni  and  who  request  it) 
and  to  a  group  of  friends.  Thanks  to  savings  from  a  pared-down  mail- 
ing list,  the  magazine  will  be  more  colorful:  50  percent,  as  opposed  to 
the  current  25  percent,  of  the  magazine's  pages  will  be  in  full  color. 

Would-be  readers  who  don't  receive  the  magazine  through  normal 
channels  are  invited  to  become  part  of  the  magazine's  voluntary  sub- 
scription plan.  Ten  dollars  a  year  is  a  suggested  contribution  amount. 
To  enter  a  subscription,  please  write  to  Sharon  Kerr  in  the  magazine 
office.  She'll  be  glad  to  add  you  to  the  list.

Sixty-six  years  ago,  McElhaney  Hall  opened  as  the  new  Arts 
Building.  On  March  13-14,  1931,  Indiana  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege celebrated  the  opening  of  this  38,200-square-foot,  modi- 
fied Colonial  building  with  speeches  by  James  Rule,  acting 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  many  other 
state  and  local  leaders.  In  School  Head  Charles  Foster's  dedi- 
cation speech,  he  outlined  some  of  the  other  units  that  were 
part  of  a  comprehensive  building  plan  which  also  included 
the  power  plant,  a  new  gymnasium,  and  the  tunnels  connect- 
ing the  power  plant  to  John  Sutton  Hall. 


The  iicv\  three-story  structure  provided  a  new 
home  for  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the 
Department  of  Fine  Arts,  and  the  Department 
of  Home  Economics.  It  contained  the  latest 
and  most  modem  equipment,  including  electrical  devices 
for  housekeeping,  exhibition  rooms,  individual  lockers, 
rest  rooms,  and  modernistic  furnishings.  The  Advanced 
Design  Class  created  the  desk  in  the  exhibition  room, 
and  Kenneth  Love  designed  the  office  rug,  which  was 
woven  on  a  hand  loom  by  a  master  craftsman. 

The  building  is  named  after  Jean  McElhaney,  who 
came  to  ISTC  in  1906  to  teach  Geography,  American 
Government,  American  History,  Grammar,  Spelling, 
School  Management,  and  School  Economy.  She  loved 
art  and  taught  it  after  regular  school  hours.  By  1931,  the 


thirty-two  acres  of  campus  were  filled  with  105  instruc- 
tors and  1.600  students.  And  the  Art  Department  had 
grown  to  seven  instructors  and  forty-six  majors. 

The  College  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 
became  heir  to  the  building  in  November,  1992,  when 
we  gained  approval  to  occupy  McElhaney  from  lUP 
President  Lawrence  K.  Pettit.  Provost  Hilda  Richards, 
and  Vice  President  Edward  Receski.  The  college  needed 
space  for  classrooms,  faculty  offices,  and  the  Dean's 
Office. 

Fortunately,  we  also  gained  the  extraordinary  services 
of  Kingsland  Scott  Bauer  Havekotte  .Architects.  Todd 
Havekotte  and  Molly  Coltharp,  his  apprentice,  dreamed 
with  me  to  create  a  contemporary,  solar  building-within- 
a-building.  We  had  to  restore  the  exterior  in  its  historic

style,  but  we  could  plan  the  entire  interior  with  a  nev\ 
design. 

In  1989,  1  had  completed  a  passive  solar  home,  which 
I  had  designed.  It  has  no  interior  walls  but  encloses 
3,500  square  feet  of  beautiful  wood  and  glass  space.  On 
September  10.  1993,  as  "project  manager,"  I  wrote  to 
Todd  Havekotte:  "I  want  a  contemporary,  open  image 
which  can  be  a  showcase  within  an  historic  exterior. 
Lots  of  light,  natural-finished  wood  and  glass. ..Sky- 
lights, sun  spaces,  green  areas  are  priorities...  friendly 
places  for  faculty,  .students  and  staff  are  essential." 

Luckily,  the  president,  provost, 
and  vice  president  for  Adminis- 
tration all  accepted  my  concept. 

Thus  started  a  four-year  pro- 
ject that  began  with  discussions 
within  the  college  to  identify 
those  departments  that  would  be 
selected  to  occupy  McElhaney. 
We  visited  all  of  our  spaces  and 
by  agreement  Anthropology, 
Economics,  Industrial  and  Labor 
Relations,  and  Sociology  were 
selected.  The  areas  in  Keith  that 
housed  these  departments  were 
rated  "\ery  poor"  and  in  fact  the 
environmental  quality  of  the 
space  had  been  the  basis  for 
grievances. 

Given    the    needs    of    these 
departments,    we    first    had    to 
determine  if  we  all  would  fit  in 
the  estimates  of  the  new  space.  I 
was  fortunately  able  to  enlist  the  aid  of  Tom  Nowak, 
professor  of  Sociology,  who  developed  a  spatial  analy- 
sis of  office,  lab,  and  classroom  needs.  Based  on  that 
study,  we  concluded  that  we  did  fit.  I  then  worked  to 
involve  these  departments  in  the  design  of  their  own 
spaces  within  the  themes  and  environmental  values  pre- 
viously expressed.  One  change  involved  the  reassign- 
ment of  the  ground  floor  office  space  to  the  Department 
of  Criminology. 

In  September,  1994,  the  project  construction  alloca- 
tion was  made  at  $4,431,000  and  in  December,  the 
Department  of  General  Services  appro\'ed  the  prefinal 


plans.     The     overall 
funding  of  the  reno- 
vation   was    accom- 
plished as  part  of  the 
Campaign    for    Indi- 
ana    University     of 
Pennsylvania.    Under 
the  direction  of  Presi- 
dent       Pettit       and 
Interim    Vice    Presi- 
dent Charles  Agnew, 
the     university     suc- 
.  cessfully      competed 
I  for  funding  from  The 
I  Kresge  Foundation  of 
~Troy.  Mich. 

lUP  was  the  first  public  university  in  Pennsylvania  to 
receive  the  coveted  Kresge  challenge  grant.  The 
$400,000  award  served  as  the  catalyst  for  additional  pri- 
vate fund-raising  that  totaled  $2.1  million,  all  to  support 
the  renovation  of  McElhaney  Hall.  Other  generous 
donors,  with  gifts  ranging  from  $10,000  to  $100,000, 
were  to  be  recognized  at  the  building's  opening  during 
Alumni  Reunion  Weekend  as  well  as  through  the  place- 
ment of  plaques  throughout  the  building. 

We  are  still  making  this  building  the  home  for  learn- 
ing, education,  and  exchange  that  are  the  bases  for  any 
College  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences.  As  the  col- 
lege through  which  all  lUP  alumni  must  travel  to 
achieve  their  degrees,  we  are  looking  forward  to  allow- 
ing the  aesthetic  of  our  new  environment  to  encourage 
learning  and  growth. 

The  renovation  began  in  January,  1 996.  and  we  began 
moving  in  February,  1997.  All  of  the  hours  of  planning 
and  detailed  work  yielded  state-of-the-art  classrooms, 
comfortable  and  beautiful  open  areas,  and  bright  and 
efficient  faculty  offices.  The  earth  tones  and  skylights 
have  created  a  wonderful  new  environment  for  sixty- 
five  happy  people  and  hundreds  of  students.  Come  see 
us  sometime!  "'^

It  is  hard  to  believe 
that  one  small  group 
of  students  can  make 
such  a  great  difference  in 
the  space  of  an  academic 
year. 

Certainl> ,  I  expected 
the  premiere  class  of  the 
Robert  E.  Cook  Honors 
College — many  of  them 
high  school  class  valedic- 
torians, some  with  perfect 
SAT  scores,  all  of  them 
gifted  in  one  form  or 
another — to  excel  aca- 
demically and  to  enrich 
the  overall  academic  cli- 
mate of  the  university. 

In  that  respect,  they  did 
not  disappoint:  more 
than  two-thirds  achieved 
dean's  list  and  provost's 
scholar  honors  this  year, 
and  they  have  garnered 
more  than  thirty  differ- 
ent "outstanding"  or 
"most  promising"  awards 
in  a  great  variety  of  disci- 
plines. I  cannot  help  but 
be  very  proud  of  these 
students  and  their  aca- 
demic achievements, 
especially  in  light  of  the 
natural  need  of  all  fresh- 
men to  adjust  and  settle 
into  university  life. 

Equally  impressive  is 
the  fact  that  these  stu- 
dents also  understand  in 
a  very  real  way  that  from 
those  to  w  hom  much  is 
given,  much  is  expected. 
The  commitment  to  ser- 
vice has  been  overwhelm- 
ing. From  the  initial 
applications  of  this  group 
I  saw  a  real  demonstra- 
tion of  community  out- 
reach, and  I  hoped  that 
once  at  lUP  they  would 
continue  this 
commitment  and  make 
the  Cook  Honors  College 
a  center  for  outward 


thinking.  The  actual 
hours  and  quality  of  ser- 
vice which  our  honors 
students  performed  sur- 
passed all  of  my  expecta- 
tions. 

Honors  College 
students  contributed 
more  than  twelve  hun- 
dred hours  of  community 
service  during  the  past 
nine  months,  offering 
badly  needed  help  to 
social  service  agencies 
like  the  Alice  Paul  House 
for  battered  women  and 
their  children;  Indiana 
Hospital;  Indiana  Free 
Library;  local  Girl  Scout 
troops;  Big  Brothers  and 
Big  Sisters;  Open  Door 
Crisis  Intervention  Ser- 
vice; adopt-a-school  pro- 
gram; and  American 
Cancer  Society.  In  addi- 
tion, several  have  been 
published  in  Indiana's 
creative  magazine,  New 
Growth  Arts  Review. 
There  is  inside  these 
young  people  a  sincere 
feeling  of  responsibility 
for  community  and  a 
civility  that  is  heartening 
and  encouraging. 

While  they  look  outside 
the  traditional  "ivory 
tower"  with  their  per- 
sonal time,  members  of 
our  Tirst  honors  class 
have  not  forgotten  about 
being  part  of  the  univer- 
sity's extracurricular 
community;  almost  every 
student  belongs  to  some 
type  of  academic,  social, 
or  athletic  organization, 
including  the  University 
Senate,  the  lUP  Eques- 
trian Team,  sign 
language  club,  intramu- 
ral teams,  ROTC,  march- 
ing band,  musicals,  and 


theater  (some  of  them 
winning  starring  roles  as 
freshmen),  anthropology 
club,  track  and  field  and 
soccer  teams,  WIUP-FM 
disc  jockey,  dance  the- 
ater, sororities,  and  fra- 
ternities. They  have 
achieved  all  this,  many  of 
them,  while  working  in 
university  work-study 
jobs  to  t'lnance  their  edu- 
cations. 

I  have  been  most 
pleased  and  proud,  how- 
ever, to  see  these  students 
become  a  true  "commu- 
nity of  scholars"  within 
the  greater  academic 
community.  This  is  the 
cornerstone  of  our  vision 
for  an  Honors  College, 
and  this  "community  of 
scholars"  has  become 
more  than  I  could  have 
hoped  it  would  be.  The 
level  of  intellectual  dis- 
cussion outside  the  class- 
room, peer  editing,  study 
groups,  mentoring,  and 
peer  tutoring  is  truly  an 
indication  of  the  ability  to 
work  as  a  team,  a  skill  so 
many  experts  call  essen- 
tial for  success  in  the 
twenty-first  century. 

We  see  growth  in  indi- 
viduals, as  well  as  the 
collective;  we  can  hear 
students  discussing  phi- 
losophy, English,  moral- 
ity, and  ethics;  we  see 
them  borrowing  others' 
textbooks  because  of  a 
sincere  interest  in  that 
subject,  not  because  of 
class  requirements,  and 
their  faculty  mentors 
have  been  inspired  by  the 
depth  and  thoughtfulness 
of  these  informal  discus- 
sions. These  students  are 
well  on  the  way  to  becom- 
ing critical  thinkers,  with

a  heavy  dose  of  civic 
virtue,  so  important  to 
our  democratic  society. 

While  these  students 
push  themselves  and  one 
another  in  a  gentle  but 
forceful  way  to  succeed, 
there  is  no  intellectual 
arrogance  or  feeling  of 
superiority —  instead, 
there  is  a  grateful  recog- 
nition of  the  honor,  privi- 
lege, and  prestige  that 
belongs  with  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  selected  for 
the  Robert  E.  Cook  Hon- 
ors College. 

With  summer  acti>  ities 
such  as  participating  in 
study  abroad  programs 
throughout  the  world, 
tutoring  at  a  halfway 
house  for  recovering 
drug  addicts,  working  as 
a  camp  counselor  for  the 
developmentally 
disabled,  participating  in 
the  State  System  of 
Higher  Education 
archaeology  excavation 
in  England,  participating 
in  an  internationally 
competitive  summer  pro- 
gram at  Cambridge  Uni- 


versity to  participating  in 
a  Washington,  D.C., 
women's  leadership  and 
feminist  conference,  the 
Cook  Honors  College 
students  are  off  and  run- 
ning toward  another  year 
of  outstanding  accom- 
plishments. 

I  personally  take  great 
pride  and  pleasure  in  the 
achievements  of  this 
"community  of  scholars" 
that  lUP  has  labored  for 
so  many  years  to  build, 
and  every  day  I  thank 
Bob  Cook,  ciass  of  1964, 
for  making  it  possible 
through  his  generous 
financial  gift  and  his  keen 
personal  interest  in  the 
success  of  the  college  that 
fittingly  bears  his  name.

It's  a  long  way  from  the  Oak  Grove  to  the  courts  of 
Wimbledon,  the  Masters  course  at  Augusta,  the  Stanley  Cup 
finals  in  Chicago  Stadium,  the  World  Series  in  Yankee 
Stadium,  the  Final  Four  at  the  Hoosier  Dome  in  Indianapolis, 
and  the  Super  Bowl  in  Pasadena's  Rose  Bowl. 


Those  are  some  of  the  places  where  lUP 
alumni  have  found  themselves  not  as  partici- 
pants but  as  journalists  covering  events  that 
determine  champions  in  the  world  of  sports. 
They  truly  have  come  a  long  way  from  the  Oak  Grove 
and  from  their  days  working  with  me  in  the  Sports 
Information  Office  and  from  studying  in  my  Public 
Relations  and  Sports  Journalism  courses. 

One  of  my  guinea  pigs  in  that  first  SJ  class  in  Fall. 
1980  was  Jayne  Caperelli  Custred.  a  senior  from 
Greensburg.  Imagine  my  surprise  and  delight  about  ten 
years  later  as  I  read  a  preview  story  in  USA  Today  about 
an  upcoming  Masters  golf  tournament.  The  experts  were 
giving  their  prediction  of  the  winner. 

"And  Jayne  Custred  of  the  Houston  Chronicle 
believes  that  Seve  Ballesteros  will  win  the  green  jacket 
this  spring." 

"I  know  her,"  I  said  out  loud.  "That's  Jayne  Caperelli.  That's 
Jayne  from  my  first  Sports  Journalism  class." 

It  happened  again  as  recently  as  last  summer  when  I 
was  in  a  bookstore  in  New  Hampshire:  There,  in  an  edi- 
tion of  the  prestigious  American  Heritage  magazine. 


was  a  feature  on  the  .\merican  team  in  the  first 
Olympics,  in  1896.  by  Bob  Fulton  (lUP.  1975),  one- 
time Indiana  Gazette  sports  editor  who  now  is  primarily 
a  freelance  writer  (and  contributing  editor  of  this  maga- 
zine). 

From  the  Pittsburgh  suburb  of  Brentwood.  Fulton 
worked  as  a  student  writer  and  statistician  for  me  in  the 
Sports  Information  Office,  but  a  pioneer  in  that  capacity 
was  Ed  Bouchette,  who  came  to  lUP  in  1969  from 
Lebanon,  Pa.  That  was  my  first  year,  too.  And  as  a  new- 
comer to  the  university  and  because  it  was  required  that 
I  work  half-time  in  news.  I  desperately  needed  talented 
student  help — including  a  sportswriter. 

Bouchette,  a  business  major,  contributed  to  the  Penn 
some  articles  that  I  liked.  I  thought  he  had  potential. 
Following  his  1973  graduation,  he  worked  his  way  up 
the  ladder  at  various  newspapers  before  landing  at  the 
Pittsburgh  Post-Gazette  in  1983,  where  he  is  a  beat 
writer  covering  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers. 

In  fact,  Bouchette  has  written  two  books  on  the  Black 
and  Gold,  covered  thirteen  Super  Bowls,  worked  as  a 
Sports  Illustrated  correspondent  since   1986,  and  was 
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one  of  twelve  authors  of  the  National  Football  League's 
75th  Anniversary  Book. 

But  there  were  other  students,  too.  during  my  decade 
as  sports  information  director,  who  worked  with  me  and 
then  went  on  to  work  in  sports  communications  after 
their  lUP  days.  Ed  Papik,  a  New  Kensington  native,  was 
already  in  place  when  I  arrived.  He  wrote  sports  for  the 
Indiana  Gazette  for  three 
years  following  his  1971  grad- 
uation. Another  '73  grad,  Jed 
Weisberger,  from  Scranton, 
edited  Gazette  sports  for 
eleven  years  before  moving  to 
the  Trenton  Times,  where  he 
writes  a  sports-media  column 
carried  by  the  Newhouse 
News  Service. 

And  then  there's  Goose. 
Marvin  "Goose"  Goslin  ("73). 
for  more  than  twelve  years  the 
sports  director  at  Pittsburgh's 
KDKA  Radio,  worked  for  me 
as  a  statistician,  writer,  and 
public-address  announcer. 
Even  after  covering  the  Super 
Bowl,  the  Pirates'  postseason 
games,  and  the  Penguins'  suc- 
cessful Stanley  Cup  runs  in 
1991  and  1992  and  winning 
seven  straight  Associated 
Press  awards  as  Best  Major 
Market  Radio  Sportscaster  in 
Pennsylvania,  Goose  still  rel- 
ishes another  great  moment. 

"One  of  the  highlights  of 
my  career,"  the  Irwin  native 
remembers,  "is  still  the 
'Lumps  Galore'  experience." 

As  a  writer  on  the  Penn.  he  "covered"  Coach  Bill 
Neal's  spring  football  practices  by  actually  participating 
under  the  pseudonym  of  "Lumps  Galore"  and  writing  a 
series  of  first-person  articles.  To  culminate  the  experi- 
ence, he  played  in  the  spring  game  in  1972. 

Following  the  graduation  of  the  Ed-Jed-Goose  crew, 
the  student  sports  staff  continued,  over  the  next  six 
years,  with  the  likes  of  Ed  Farrell  ('76).  Morrisville. 
who  later  wrote  sports  at  the  Greenville  newspaper: 
Mike  Bires  (Aliquippa,  '76)  and  Tom  Bickert  (Penn 
Hills,  '78),  both  at  the  Beaver  County  Times;  Fritz 
Reznor  ('78),  Mercer,  longtime  SID  at  Northwood  Uni- 
versity, Midland,  Mich.;  and  Scott  Toole  (Murrysville, 
'78),  who  migrated  to  North  Carolina  and  an  award- 
winning  sportswriting  career  before  becoming  the  news 
editor  at  the  Easton  (Pa.)  Express-Times. 

And  Bud  Shaw.  Bud's  story,  like  Ed's,  is  one  I  still 
like  to  recite  for  my  students  as  an  example  of  persis- 
tence, of  patience,  of  "paying  your  dues."  Bud  moved 
from  his  1 976  graduation  to  the  sports  staffs  at  papers  in 
Kittanning,  Johnstown,  Trenton,  Philadelphia  (near 
Croydon,  his  Bucks  County   hometown),  San  Diego,

Atlanta,  Chicago  (with  the  short-lived  nationwide  sports 
newspaper  The  National],  and  then,  finally,  to  the 
Cleveland  Plain  Dealer,  where  he  is  a  columnist. 

One  of  his  first  jobs,  at  the  Johnstown  Tribune-Demo- 
crat, dealt  with  hunting. 

"For  a  month  during  hunting  season,"  he  recalled, 
"my  job  was  taking  down  deer  kills  over  the  phone. 
Eight  hours  every  day  I 
would  answer  calls,  write 
down  the  person's  name, 
address,  how  many  'points' 
their  kill  was,  and  type  it  up 
for  the  paper. 

"One  day,  a  lady  called  to 
say  she  got  a  bear.  Knowing 
nothing  about  hunting,  I 
began  to  take  down  the  infor- 
mation. A  coworker  was  lis- 
tening in.  He  told  me  to  put 
her  on  hold  while  he 
informed  me  that  bear  season 
was  long  over.  I  asked  her 
what  she  used  to  kill  the  bear. 
'My  car,'  she  said.  "I  was 
coming  around  the  bend,  and 
there  it  was.  I  couldn't  stop."  I 
think  it  was  right  then  I 
reconsidered  the  Peace 
Corps." 

But.  fortunately,  he  recon- 
sidered sports,  and  that  deci- 
sion eventually  led  to  the 
Atlanta  Journal-Constitution 
and  covering  the  Olympics  in 
Seoul  and  Calgary. 

"Perhaps  the  most  riveting 

story  I've  ever  covered."  Bud 

said,    "happened    in    Calgary 

when  speedskater  Dan  Jansen  suffered  the  death  of  his 

sister  and  then  slipped  and  fell  in  the  two  races  in  which 

he  was  favored." 

Even  after  covering  Super  Bowls  and  World  Series 
and  Olympics  and  National  Basketball  Association 
playoffs  complete  with  contact  with  Michael  Jordan, 
Bud  still  has  a  special  memory  of  one  other  event. 

"Working  in  Atlanta,"  he  says,  "I  covered  the  Masters 
golf  tournament  every  year.  Augusta  National  in  the 
spring  is  the  most  beautiful  place  on  Earth.  Plus,  I 
watched  Jack  Nicklaus  become  the  oldest  man  to  win 
the  tournament,  at  age  forty-six,  another  event  I'd  rank 
at  the  top  of  the  list." 

After  interns  like  Bud  and  writers-statisticians  like  Ed 
and  Goose  moved  into  their  professional  lives  and  my 
ten  years  of  SID  responsibilities  concluded  in  1979  and 
I  began  teaching  journalism,  I  sought  further  opportuni- 
ties to  work  with  students  interested  in  sports.  Thus,  the 
creation  of  a  course  called  Sports  Communications 
(now  Sports  Journalism)  in  1980. 

"It  seems  like  only  a  year  or  so  ago,"  remembers 
Jayne  Caperelli  Custred,  "that  1  was  sitting  in  the  first- 
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ever  Sports  Communications  class,  eating  pizza  while 
we  watched  Monday  Night  Football  and  learning  how  to 
keep  statistics  and  play-by-play." 

Yes,  it's  true.  We  did  talk  about  football  and  certainly 
basketball  and  baseball,  too.  But  that  class  focused  not 
at  all  on  tennis  (Jayne  has  covered  Wimbledon)  or  sail- 
ing (Jayne  covered  the  America's  Cup  in  San  Diego)  or 
golf  (yes.  Jayne  has....). 

Besides  an  occasional  World  Series  or  NBA  playoff 
or  football  sidebar,  Jayne's  main  beat  is  to  cover  the 
Professional  Golfers  Association  (PGA)  tour.  She's 
been  to  eight  Masters,  countless  U.S.  Opens  and  PGA 
championships,  a  British  Open,  and  the  Ryder  Cup. 

And.  like  Bud.  Jayne.  married  to  '83  lUP  grad  Dan 
Custred.  carries  a  special  place  in  her  heart  for  the  Mas- 
ters, specifically  the  '95  tournament  when  Ben  Cren- 
shaw won  his  second  green  jacket  just  days  after  his 
friend  and  mentor,  Harvey  Penick.  died. 

"It  was  the  most  emotional  display  1  have  ever  seen  in 
professional  sports,"  she  says.  "It  gave  all  of  us  goose 
bumps  Just  to  watch  it.  and  trying  to  do  justice  to  it  in  the 
newspaper  was  a  tough  task.  But  I  guess  I  found  a  way." 

She  certainly  did.  Her  story  on  Crenshaw's  victory 
earned  Jayne  a  second-in-the-country  award  from  the 
Associated  Press  Sports  Editors. 

Another  Sports  Journalism  "graduate"  is  Kenna  Bel- 
gie  Bridges  ('87),  an  Indiana  native  who  parlayed  her 
internships  and  lifelong  interest  in  sports  into  a  career  in 
the  field.  But  with  a  little  help  from  her  "friends" — 
some  fellow  lUP  alumni. 

I  can  remember,  from  my  first  class  with  Kenna.  her 
deeply  motivated  interest  in  sports  communications. 
And  she  never  stood  still.  She  worked  at  the  Peiiii.  the 


Gazette,  and  the  lUP  Sports  Information  Office.  She 
completed  four  internships:  at  lUP  Sports  Information 
with  Larry  Judge  "64;  at  KDKA  Radio  with  Goose 
Goslin,  where  she  also  met  Ed  Bouchette;  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, where  she  earned  her  master's  in  sports  admin- 
istration; and  at  ESPN  in  Bristol,  Conn. 

Her  contacts  with  Goose  and  Ed  led  to  her  first  job — 
at  Purdue  University,  where  she  worked  for  seven  years 
in  various  sports  public  relations  capacities,  having 
lunch  with  ESPN's  Dick  Vitale.  working  the  NCAA 
Men's  Basketball  Final  Four,  and  helping  to  market 
Purdue  All-American  Glenn  Robinson,  the  first  pick  in 
the  1994  NBA  draft.  She  also  helped  a  West  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  television  reporter  cover  Purdue  athletics  and 
eventually  married  him. 

Besides  Kenna,  who  is  now  special  events  coordina- 
tor for  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  other  former  students  have 
sports  information  experience:  Ron  Wahl  '82  at  Pitt; 
Reznor  at  Northwood;  John  Gworek  "92  at  lUP;  Geoff 
Brown  '92  at  Western  Michigan;  Pat  Farabaugh  '93  at 
Bucknell:  Mike  Meyer  '87  at  lUP  until  1996;  Vince 
Benigni  '83,  former  SID  at  Mary  Washington  College 
in  Fredericksbuig,  Va..  who  worked  at  Navy  during 
David  Robinson's  senior  season;  and  Jan  Giel.  at  Dre.xel 
University  for  ten  years,  the  last  four  as  SID. 

Part  of  Jan's  preparation,  after  her  1985  lUP  gradua- 
tion, was  a  five-month  internship  at  the  U.  S.  Olympic 
Training  Center  in  Colorado  Springs — one  of  just  three 
people  selected  nationwide. 

"I  am  so  thankful  that  I  had  the  experience  of  dead- 
line writing  from  my  days  at  lUP,"  says  Jan,  who,  dur- 
ing a  demanding  1995-96  year  at  Drexel,  still  managed 
to  win  three  district  writing  awards  from  the  College 
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Demystifying 
tiie  internet 

In  April.  Pennsylvania's  lieu- 
tenant governor  and  educa- 
tion secretary  came  to  lUP  to 
join  an  AT&T  vice  president  in 
opening  the  AT&T  Learning 
Network  Academy  in  Davis 
Hall.  Throughout  this  calendar 
year,  teachers  in  grades  K- 1 2 
will  gather  on  Saturdays  at  the 
academy  to  learn  about  the 
Internet  as  a  curriculum  and 
teaching  tool. 

Mark  Schweiker.  the 
lieutenant  governor,  and  Eugene 
Hickok.  the  education  secretary, 
shared  the  platform  at  the  open- 
ing ceremony  v\ ith  uni\ersity 
president  Lawrence  K.  Pettit  and 
AT&T  vice  president  and  gen- 
eral manager  Connie  Dean. 
Pennsylvania  is  the  first  state  to 
open  the  Learning  Network 
Academies,  which  are  located 
only  at  lUP  and  at  Cheyney  Uni- 
versity. AT&T  is  in\esting 
$200,000  statewide  in  the  tech- 
nology training  program  and 
$150  million  on  a  nationwide 
basis  in  the  AT&T  Learning 
Network. 

The  academy  is  part  of 
AT&T's  commitment  to  "Build 
PEN."  a  program  partnership  of 
volunteers,  state  government, 
and  community-minded  corpora- 
tions working  together  to  build 
the  Pennsylvania  Education  Net- 
work (PEN),  a  system  of  com- 
munity-based networks  that  will 
connect  classrooms,  school  dis- 
tricts, and  other  learning  centers. 
Dawn  Rhinard.  volunteer  coordi- 
nator for  Build  PEN.  also  took 
part  in  the  opening  ceremony.

Pennsyivania's 
Keystone 

Alter  a  two-year  hiatus, 
professional  summer 
theater  is  back  at  lUP 
w ith  renewed  energy,  a  new 
name,  and  a  new  mission:  Cele- 
brating the  theatrical  heritage 
of  Pennsyh  ania. 

Keystone  Repertory  Theater 
replaces  Summer  Theater-by- 
the-Grove.  which  was  discontin- 
ued becau.se  of  dwindling  bud- 
get, human  resources,  and 
audiences.  According  to  Hank 
Knerr.  director  of  Fine  Arts 
Public  Events,  Department  of 
Theater  and  College  of  Fine  Arts 
personnel  took  the  time  to 
rethink  the  notion  of  summer 
theater,  an  intensive  venture  by 
nature.  The  result  is  Keystone, 
which  will  provide  students  the 
same  opportunities  to  work  w  ith 
Equity  actors  through  a  special 
contract  with  Actors'  Equity 


Association,  but  in  a  repertory 
format.  Unlike  the  former  stock 
format,  in  w  hich  a  show  was 
presented  for  two  weeks,  then 
closed,  then  another  opened,  the 
new  format  allows  for  each  play 
to  be  performed  twice  a  week, 
providing  participants  the  chal- 
lenge and  repetition  of  working 
on  two  plays  at  a  time. 

There  may  be  several  univer- 
sity theater  programs  that  have  a 
pointed  mission  such  as  ours." 
said  Knerr,  "but  none  that  I 
know  of  that  will  concentrate  on 
plays  by  or  about  Pennsylvani- 
ans." 

In  honor  of  that  pledge.  Key- 
stone's premiere  season  is  con- 
centrating on  works  by  Ed  Simp- 
son, an  lUP  professor  who  has 
published  sexeral  plays,  and 
Bruce  Graham  '79.  an  accom- 
plished writer  for  film  and  televi- 
sion. Simpson's  Ptiiiit  of  Order 
focuses  on  a  Western  Pennsylva- 
nia town  populace  that  tries  to 
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honor  an  aslronaul.  and 
Graham's  Moan  Over  ilw  liicw- 
ery  centers  on  a  mother  and 
daughter  seeking  excitement  in 
their  lives  in  a  Pennsylvania  coal 
tow  n.  Other  seasons,  however, 
may  feature  the  works  of  lesser- 
known  playwrights  and  plays. 

"Our  mission  states  "plays  by 
Pennsylvanians  or  about  Penn- 
syhania  reflecting  the  culture 
and  history."  We  are  basically 
celebrating  the  theatrical  her- 
itage of  Pennsylvania,  whether  it 
be  about  the  commonwealth 
or  be  written  by  one  of  its  citi- 
zens." said  Knerr.  ""All  of  this 
combined  helps  us  work  toward 
becoming  a  major  force  in  play 
development,  specifically  for 
Pennsylvania."

How  to  Keep  More  of  What 
You  Win:  A  Gambler's  Guide  to 

Tuxes  by  Walter  Lewis  70  was 

published  by  Impulse  Publish- 
ing. A  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Smith,  Lewis,  Chess,  and  Com- 
pany, Lewis,  who  lives  in  Indi- 
ana, has  been  a  C.P.A.  for 
twenty-five  years.  According  to 
the  publisher's  news  release, 
Lewis  anticipates  the  IRS  will 
begin  to  look  at  taxes  on  gain- 
bling  winnings  as  an  important 
source  of  revenue.

A  Season  of  Splendor

The  months  of  March,  April,  and  May  at  lUP  brought  to  mind  a 
line  of  Longfellow's  from  Hiawatha:  "Came  the  spring  in  all  its 
splendor. " 


A  common  thread  binding  ttie 

teams  above  is  youth,  which 

bodes  well  (or  the  future. 

Nearly  all  of  the  principals  who 

brought  such  splendor  to 

springtime  will  return  in  1998. 


The  university's  spring  sports 
teams — golf,  track  and  field,  soft- 
ball,  and  baseball — closed  the 
1996-97  academic  year  with  a 
nourish,  producing  a  Pennsylvania 
State  Athletic  Conference  team 
title,  four  different  individual 
PSAC  champions,  and  the  win- 
ningest  season  in  one  program's  history. 

A  common  thread  binding  the  teams  above  is  youth, 
which  bodes  well  for  the  future.  Nearly  all  of  the  princi- 
pals who  brought  such  splendor  to  springtime  will 
return  in  1998. 

Golf.  Coach  Fred  Joseph's  squad  won  the  PSAC 
championship — not  to  mention  a  load  of  individual 
awards — this  season.  Joseph  was  named  the  conference 
Coach  of  the  Year,  junior  Justin  McCarter  earned  Player 
of  the  Year  honors,  and  freshman  Ke\  in  Fajt  was  voted 
Rookie  of  the  Year. 

"This  was  one  of  our  best  years,"  said  Joseph.  "We 
finally  put  a  team  together." 

lUP  beat  out  perennial  favorite  Slippery  Rock  for  the 
conference  title  as  McCarter  won  the  individual  champi- 
onship and  Fajt  finished  second,  one  stroke  behind. 
Junior  Craig  Mankins  placed  fifth,  and  sophomore 
James  Maack  tied  for  eighth  to  join  McCarter  and  Fajt 
on  the  All-PSAC  .squad. 

"It  was  a  great  year  for  us,"  Joseph  said.  "It  was 
extremely  positive,  extremely  upbeat.  There  were  some 
disappointments,  but  believe  me.  they  were  very  small." 
The  Indians  failed  to  qualify  for  the  NCAA  Division 
II  tournament,  but  the  outlook  for  next  year  is,  like 
spring  itself,  full  of  promise.  Not  only  does  Joseph's 
PSAC  title  team  return  intact,  but  he  has  bolstered  the 
squad  with  two  first-rate  recruits.  Both  are.  like  lUP. 
reigning  state  champions. 

Track  and  field.  Coach  Ed  Fry,  frankly,  had  hoped 
for  better.  His  women's  team  finished  fifth  and  his 
men's  team  eighth  at  the  PSAC  meet. 


"It  always  seems  we  have  a  bulky  team,  but  it  comes 
down  to  only  a  few  at  states,"  he  said.  "But  the  few  we 
had  did  really  well  this  year.  Especially  Heather  Amell. 
Brian  Spickler.  and  Lindsay  Rangel.  You  can't  be  disap- 
pointed with  those  people."

1 ,500.  Amell  was  named  the  Outstanding  Track  Athlete 
for  the  women,  and  Spickler  earned  Outstanding  Field 
Athlete  honors  for  the  men. 

The  versatile  Amell.  one  of  Fry's  few  seniors,  leaves 
lUP  with  school  records  in  six  events,  including  the  400 
hurdles.  She  smashed  the  existing  standard  in  her  first 
attempt  at  the  intermediates. 

Softbsll.  For  the  second  successive  season,  coach 
Sue  Snyder's  team  both  qualified  for  the  conference 
playoffs  and  set  a  school  record  for  victories.  lUP  fin- 
ished 24-16  overall  and  14-6  in  the  PSAC  Western 
Division  despite  fielding  one  of  the  youngest  teams  in 
the  nation. 

"Our  starting  lineup  at  the  state  tournament  was  all 
sophomores  and  freshmen."  said  Snyder.  "1  was  really 
pleased  with  how  we  grew  as  a  team  throughout  the 
year." 

Freshman  pitcher  Julie  Giacomin  and  sophomore 
shortstop  Molly  Carr  led  the  way.  Giacomin  compiled  a 
15-10  record  with  a  1.54  earned  run  average  and  tossed 
a  no-hitter.  Carr  led  the  Indians  in  batting  average 
(.357),  home  runs  (4),  runs  scored  (31),  stolen  bases 
(10).  slugging  percentage  (.600).  and  doubles  (10).  Both 
earned  first-team  All-PSAC  Western  Division  honors. 

The  winningest  season  in  school  history  ended 
abruptly  as  lUP  was  ousted  on  the  first  day  of  the  PSAC 


tournament,  but  better  times  undoubtedly  loom  ahead. 
Snyder,  like  Joseph,  welcomes  back  her  entire  team  next 
year. 

Baseball.  Rookie  head  coach  Tom  Kennedy  grabbed 
the  reins  on  short  notice  when  Bob  Miscik  departed  sud- 
denly in  January .  He  inherited  a  team  coming  off  a  14- 
25  season,  a  team  blessed  with  only  three  seniors. 

Kennedy  shrugged  off  this  recipe  for  disaster  and 
unexpectedly  steered  TUP  into  contention  for  a  confer- 
ence playoff  berth.  The  Indians  finished  12-8  in  the 
PSAC  West  and  21-22  overall. 

"I  was  pleased  because  we  made  a  real  solid  run  at 
the  playoffs,"  he  said.  "The  kids  went  out  and  played 
hard  and  did  an  outstanding  job." 

Especially  Steve  Murray,  who  joined  pitcher  Rich 
Schnur  as  a  repeat  All-PSAC  West  first-team  selection. 
The  junior  shortstop  actually  improved  on  his  confer- 
ence-leading average  of  a  year  ago,  finishing  at  .435. 
Alas.  Murray  might  depart  along  with  the  team's  three 
seniors.  He  was  a  likely  candidate  to  be  selected  in 
baseball's  June  free-agent  draft  as  lUP  Magazine  went 
to  press.   ~^

Few  lUP  athletes  have  gener- 
ated ihc  kind  of  excitement  Ter- 
rance  Flowers  did  as  a  newcomer 
to  the  basketball  program.  The 
only  negative  regarding  his  first 
season?  It  was  also  his  last.  The 
senior  point  guard,  a  transfer  from 
Di\  ision  1  Wichita  State,  put  up 
numbers  of  a  son  not  seen  smce 
the  heyday  of  Jack  Crossan  '60. 
Flowers  averaged  22.6  points  per 
game,  good  for  thirteenth  in  the 
NCAA  Division  II  rankings,  first 
in  the  Pennsylvania  State  Athletic 
Conference,  and  fourth  on  lUP's 
all-time  single-season  list  behind 
only  Crossan.  a  prolific  scorer 
(24.9,  25.7  and  24.4)  during  his 
three-year  career  in  the  mid- 1 950s. 
Flowers  also  led  the  conference  in 
assists  (5.9)  and  guided  an  inexpe- 
rienced team  to  a  15-12  record  and 
a  PSAC  playoff  berth.  "I  think  he 
had  a  tremendous  year,"  said  coach 
Gary  Edwards.  "He  turned  it  up 
another  level  ihe  last  three  weeks 
of  the  season,  w  hen  he  was  not 
only  dishing,  but  scoring  at  a  great 
rate,  loo.  His  development,  more 
than  anything,  got  us  over  the 
hump,  and  we  became  a  pretty 
solid  team  down  the  stretch."

fessional basketball  teams  in  Eng- 
land and  Germany  as  UP  Mas:(-h 
zine  went  to  press — Kirk  Williams

mate to  Europe.  Freeman  spent  last 
season  with  Dungannon,  Northern 
Ireland.

"But  this 
is  the  toughest  Division  III  confer- 
ence in  the  nation."  That's  no  idle 
boast:  The  OAC  features  defend- 
ing national  champ  Mount  LInion. 

First-year  coach  Joanna  Parrett 
led  the  lUP  gymnastics  (cam  lo  a 
6-6  record  despite  a  schedule 
loaded  with  Division  I  opponents.

Bob  Rukavina  '83  coached  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh- 
Johnstown  basketball  team  to  its 
winningest  record  ever  (21-6)  and 
its  first  NCA^A  Division  II  tourna- 
ment berth  this  past  season.  The 
Mountain  Cats  nearly  upended 
High  Point  in  their  postseason 
debut,  losing  94-92  in  overtime. 

Sophomore  Molly  Carr  (basket- 
ball. Softball)  and  junior  Brian 
Spickler  (track  and  field)  were 
selected  as  ILiP's  recipients  of  the 
annual  Robbins/ECAC  Scholar- 
Athlete  awards.  Both  have  made 
the  Dean's  List  every  semester 
since  enrolling  at  the  university. 

Al  Thomas  '64  was  inducted  into 
the  Marvland  State  Football 
Coaches  Association  Hall  of  Fame 
during  ceremonies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Maryland.  Thomas,  the 
defensive  coordinator  at  Western 
Maryland  College,  led  three  differ- 
ent high  schools  to  a  record  eight 
state  championships. 
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Sports  Information  Directors  of  America  (CoSIDA)  as 
well  as  a  national  second  place  in  features. 

That  passion  for  and  that  ciinlinuing  satisfaction  from 
sports  can  be  found  in  former  IL'P  student  journalists  in 
the  so-called  "big  time."  But  that  same  type  of  profes- 
sional commitment  and  personal  gratification  is  also 
evident  in  small-town  America  as  well. 

For  example,  there  are  Paul  Rov\an  'SO.  former  sports 
editor.  Bedford  Daily  Gazelle:  Tom  Roehl  "82.  news 
and  sports  director,  WENT-AM,  Gloversville,  N.Y.: 
Rod  Heckman  "88,  sportswriter,  Lehighion  Times  News: 
Rick  Davis  '8.^,  sports  editor,  Biiller  Eai;le:  Mike  Crist 
'86,  Scranlon  Times:  Jim  Morandini  "81.  Biiller  Eagle: 
Monica  Thompson  "92,  the  Kennett  Paper,  Kennett 
Square;  Tony  Coccagna  '83,  sports  editor,  the  Indiana 
Gazelle:  Becky  Rose  Lewis  "82,  Gaithersburg,  Md.:  and 
Jeff  Smiley  "81.  Conneaut  and  Niles,  Ohio,  newspa- 
pers. 

Personal  gratification  has  come  in  the  form  of 
awards,  such  as  those  earned  by  Rowan.  Roehl,  and 
Davis.  Davis's  Golden  Quill  Award  from  the  Press  Club 
of  Western  Pennsy  Ivania  was  won  for  his  investigative 
series  on  Butler  High  School's  athletic  program. 

"While  1  was  doing  all  this  investigating,"  Davis 
remembers,  "the  w  ord  w  as  out  that  I  was  just  a  trouble- 
maker trying  to  stir  things  up.  I  was  one  of  the  most 
hated  people  in  town.  Once  the  series  ran.  however.  I 
earned  a  lot  of  respect  from  the  community. 

"As  a  sports  editor,  I  can't  be  afraid  to  write  the  bad 
things,  and  1  think  everybody  realized  that.  I  never  play 
favorites  or  try  to  flower  a  story." 

Two  of  Bob  Fulton's  favorite  interviews  and  stories 
involve  baseball  old-timers.  Jimmy  Reese,  a  Babe  Ruth 
roommate,  was  baseball's  oldest  coach — age  ninety — 
when  Bob  interviewed  him.  He  also  interviewed  Joe 
Nu.xhall,  the  youngest  player  in  baseball  history,  for  a 
story  in  a  baseball  anthology.  The  01'  Ball  Game.  Now 
a  Cincinnati  broadcaster,  Nu.xhall  was  only  fifteen  when 
he  pitched  against  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals — the  soon-to- 
be  world  champions — on  June  10,  1944. 

"A  week  before,  I  was  pitching  to  thirteen-year-olds," 
Nuxhall  told  Bob,  Perhaps  not  surprisingly.  Bob  wrote, 
Nuxhall  was  rocked  for  five  runs  and  lasted  only  two- 
thirds  of  an  inning. 

Bob  also  reinembers  interviewing  tennis  player  Ion 
Tiriac,  the  player/coach  of  the  Boston  Lobsters  in  the 
World  Team  Tennis  league.  Tiriac.  known  for  eating 
glass,  was  from  Transylvania  and  had  a  rather  forbid- 
ding appearance — wild  hair.  Fu  Manchu.  and  dark, 
piercing  eyes. 

"But  I  somehow  had  the  courage  to  ask  him  about  the 
glass  eating."  Bob  says. 

"Was  nothing."  Tiriac  replied.  "Glass  is  made  of 
sand.  Anyone  can  eat  sand." 

Not  everyone  has  had  the  opportunity  to  inquire  about 
a  glass-eater's  habits,  but  everyone  who  shared  experi- 
ences with  me  has  special  memories:  about  a  sports  fig- 
ure encountered,  an  unexpected  happening  along  the 
w  av.  a  game  or  event  covered. 


Twelve  years  ago  Mike  Pallerino  ('8.S)  left  lUP  and 
his  New  Castle  hometown  and  headed  south.  Mike,  now 
the  editor  of  sports-related  trade  magazines  Swimming 
Pool/Spa  Age  and  Aquatics  International,  has  been 
quoted  on  the  front  page  of  USA  Today  and  in  the  Wall 
Street  .lounnd.  And.  writing  for  the  Atlanta  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  he  helped  cover  the  drive  to  secure  the  1996 
Centennial  Olympic  Games. 

"In  my  work  in  the  sporting  goods  industry."  Mike 
says.  "1  have  interviewed  such  people  as  Nike  founder 
Phil  Knight,  former  Cowboys  coach  Tom  Landry,  bas- 
ketball player  Patrick  Ewing,  former  Steeler  Lynn 
Sw  ann.  and  the  list  goes  on." 

It  surely  does.  How  about  these  names:  Michael  Jor- 
dan, Greg  Norman,  Chuck  Noll,  Art  Rooney,  Joe 
Namath,  O.  J.  Simpson.  Ted  Turner.  Dick  Enberg.  Chris 
Berman.  Dean  Smith.  Dan  Marino.  Len  Dawson,  Franco 
Harris,  Marv  Albert,  Eddie  Murray,  Nolan  Ryan. 
Richard  Petty.  Jim  Valvano.  Lawrence  Taylor.  Johnny 
Majors.  Bjorn  Borg,  Juan  Antonio  Sammaranch  (Inter- 
national Olympic  Committee  president).  Greg  Louganis. 
Mean  Joe  Greene,  Cal  Ripken,  Jr.,  Hank  Aaron,  Howard 
Cosell,  Terry  Bradshaw.  And  the  list  of  sports  stars  my 
former  students  have  encountered  goes  on  and  on. 

I  glow  with  pride  and  vicarious  satisfaction  when  I 
think  of  my  students  covering  Super  Bowls  and  World 
Series  and  Masters  and  Wimbledons  and  Final  Fours. 
But  I  feel  just  as  much  pride  and  satisfaction  when: 

•  Tom  Roehl  tells  me  that  his  toughest  assignment 
was  doing  the  play-by-play  of  a  field  hockey  game. 
("There  are  about  a  thousand  reasons  to  blow  the  whis- 
tle in  field  hockey,  and  I  knew  maybe  ten  of  them.") 

•  Paul  Rowan  relates  his  experience  of  photographing 
a  girls"  soccer  game,  stretching  out  at  halftime  and 
promptly  falling  asleep.  ("The  next  thing  I  knew,  the 
Bishop  McCort  goalie  was  kicking  me  and  saying,  'Mr. 
Camera  Man.  are  you  all  right?'  Then,  when  I  sat  up.  I 
got  a  big  round  of  applause  from  the  crowd.") 

•  Vince  Benigni  tells  me  he  has  been  accepted  into 
the  doctoral  program  at  the  University  of  Georgia, 
where  he  is  now  studying  for  his  doctorate  in  journal- 
ism/communications. He  wants  to  become,  of  all  things, 
a  professor.   "^ 

Randy  Jesick  has  taught  joumalism  and  public  relations 
at  lUPfor  eighteen  years.  In  his  first  ten  years  at  the 
university,  ft-om  1969  to  1979,  he  worked  in  the  Public 
Relations  Office  with  responsibility  for  public  infonna- 
tion  as  well  as  sports  information.
